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Khaled passes away; Fahd proclaime 

Abdullah Crown Prince 
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TAIF. June 1 3 (Agencies) — King Khaled 
passed away here Sunday at the age of 69. 
Crown Prince Fahd was proclaimed King 
while Prince Abdullah, second deputy pre- 
mier and commanderof the National Guard, 
was proclaimed Crown Prince. 

King Khaled died, as a result of a heart 
attack after arriving here from Riyadh the 
evening before. The announcement made by 
the- Royal Court said that members of the 
Royal Family, led by Prince M uhammad ibn 
Abdul Aziz, declared their allegiance to Fahd 
as King. King Fahd then proposed Prinoe 
Abdullah as Crown Prince. This was also 
approved by the family members. 

A public expression of allegiance to the 
King and Crown Prince will be held in Riyadh 
Monday morning. 

King Khalecf s body was flown to Riyadh 
the same day where it was buried at the Olid 
cemetery. Attending the funeral, besides the 
members of the Royal Family, were rulers 
from the neighboring states, diplomats and 
representatives of various countries,' besides 
vast masses of people. The ruler of Kuwait 
Sheikh Jaber Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah, 
Bahrain's ruler Sheikh Isa Bin Sulman Al- 
Khalifa, the ruler of Qatar Sheikh Khalifa 
Bin Hamad Al-Thani, President Zayed Bin 
Sultan AJ-Nahayan of the United Arab Emi- 
rates, President Saddam Hussein of Iraq. 
President Hosni Mubarak of Egypt and Pres- 
ident Goulad of Djibouti attended the fun- 
eral. They were later received by King Fahd 
at his palace. 

Meanwhile, the Makkah-based Muslim 
World League and the World Supreme 
Council for Mosques issued a statement 
expressing their heartfelt condolences to the 
Royal Family, the people of Saudi Arabia 
and the entire Muslim world. The two organ- 
izations implored Almighty God's mercy on 
the departed soul, in reward to his great ser- 
vices to the Islatpic nation. . - . . _

In Kuwait, an official statement announced 
a 40-day mourning beginning Sunday. The 
statement said King Khaled spent all his life 
in the service of the Arab and Islamic nation 
and “his memory will always linger in our 
minds.

Doha also announced a 40-day mourning 
during which the national flag wifl fly at 
half-mast. The announcement also said that 
ministries, government departments and pri- 
vate firms arid companies shall remain closed 
for three days. The government statement

In Muscat, the royal court announced an 
official mourning and said that flags will fly at 
half-mast throughout the Sultanate for three 
days. In Baghdad also, a seven-day mourning 
period was announced with flags to fly at 
' half-mast. An Iraqi presidential statement 
said that Iraq received the news of King 
Khaled 1 s death with sorrow and grief. 

In Tunis, Arab league Secretary General 
ChacQi Kfibi sent a message of sympathy to 
King Fahd. Klibi hailed the late monarch as

the way to the burial ground in the capttalSuuday. The King died in Taif, the summer resort 
earlier in tbe day. 


an outstanding statesman who was devoted to 
Arab causes. He later left for Riyadh. 

President Mubarak sent a message of con- 
dolence to King Fahd in the first public con- 
tact between the two countries since 1979. 
Saudi Arabia, along with most other Arab 
states, severed relations with Egypt because 
of its peace treaty with Israel. 

The- message to the new King Fahd 
described the late King as “a symbol of Arab 
and Islamic solidarity and one of its main 
vanguards.” “The Arab and Muslim states 
have lost an outstanding and far-sighted 
leader.” President Mubarak said. 

The statement also declared two weeks of 
official mourning and Cairo television and 
radio interrupted their normal programs to 
broadcast readings from the Qur'an and 
.religious songs. 

The Bangladesh government declared 
three days' mourning during which the 
national flag will fly at half-mast. In 
Islamabad, the Pakistani President Zia 
Ul-Haq said the death of King Khaled is a 
tragic event “which has filled us with pro- 
found sorrow and grief. Zia conveyed to 
King Fahd the deepest sympathies of the 
people of Pakistan on the passing away of 
Khaled. 

In Algiers, Algeria's President Chadli Ben- 
jedid interrupted a cabinet meeting on learn- 
ing of the death of King Khaled to honor the 
memory of the late Saudi leader, the official 
Algerian Press Service (APS) said. 

The agency monitored in Paris said the 
Algerian president sent a message to the King 
Fahd “in which he expressed his profound 
emotion and the condolences of the Algerian 
people, his party and his government over the 
cruel loss.” 

In Amman, Jordan lamented the death of 
King Khaled as a “painful loss for the Arab 
and Islamic worlds” and King Hussein's royal 
palace proclaimed a 14-day mourning 
"period. A high-ranking official delegation 
inmmediately flew to Riyadh to represent 
Jordan at the funeral. 

In Paris. French President Francois Mitter- 
rand sent his condolences to King Fahd . Mit- 
terrand recalled his meetings with tbe late 
King and noted the importance the fat'* King 
placed on Franco-Saudi relations. 

The president went to Saudi Arabia in Sep- 
tember- on h is first official state visit after 
winning the presidency last May. His message 
Sunday said the impression he had retained 
of King Khaled was “of a man conscienti- 
ously leading his country and his people and 
who had an exacting concept of his role.” 

“In the coarse of our conversations, he 
showed that he was profoundly attached, as I 
am myself, to the good relations and friend- 
ship between Saudi Arabia and France, as 
well as the confidence between their lead- 
ers,” Mitterrand said. 

In Washington, the death of King Khaled 
and the succession to the throne of Prince 
Fahd were seen as having no major effect on 
relations between the United -States and the 
Kingdom. "We have had warm and friendly 
relations for half a century and we are looking 
forward to their conti uuatiou,” said State 
Department spokesman Anita Stockman.

Positions King Fahd held include: Educa- 
tion Minister from 1953 to 1962; Interior 
Minister until 1967 when he was appointed 
second deputy premier, in addition to his 
ministerial status; Crown Prince from 1975 
onward. 

He also chaired several councils and orga n- 
izations, including the Supreme Council of 
Petroleum and Minerals; the Higher Council

RIYADH, J use 1 3 (SPA) — Tbe late King 
ascended the throne March 25, 1975 suc- 
ceeding his brother King FaisaL On the same 
day, he appointed Prince Fahd crown prince. 
The people of Saudi Arabia pledged their 
allegiance to the King and the crown prince at 
Al-Hukm Palace the next day. 

Born in 1914. Khaled was brought up 
under the care of bis father King Abdul Aziz, 
who founded the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia 
over half a century ago. When he reached the 
school age, Khaled was admitted to a school 
in the capital, where he received Islamic edu- 
cation. . 

Khaled worked with his father for the 
unification and consolidation of tire King- 
dom. For a while, he was also the governor of 
Makkah. In 1934, he was appointed FaisaTs 
assistant, in which capacity he successfully 
tackled many significant political problems. 
, He soon earned a reputation for being, well- 
veised in domestic and. foreign affairs and 
was known for his sagacity and foresight 

In 1964, be was appointed crown prince 
and first deputy prime minister. Since that 
time, he himself dealt with the nation’s issues 
both at: internal and external levels and 
deputized for King Faisal whenever the latter 
imdertook any foreign mission. . Before and 
after assuming the responsibility of the state, 
he visited many countries of the world and 
represented tbe Kingdom on many an occa- 


sion. 

King Khaled was known for bis modesty 
and preference for a quiet life. He scorned 
pomposity and luxurious living for he consi- 
dered them ephemeral worldly manifesta- 
tions. He always preferred to live in the 
desert among the tribal people who recipro- 
cated his love for them. He loved Arab cus- 
toms and traditions which characterized the 
bedouin life. - and specifically patronized 
£orse and camel races and hunting. 

Following his accession. King Khaled pur- 
sued the same Arab and Islamic policy which 
the Kingdom had opted for itself during the 
reigns of his ancestors. He presided over a 
number of Arab and Islamic conferences and 
dedicated himself to the cause of world peace 
and the prosperity of -all His administrative 
accomplishments as the first deputy prime 
minister, crown prince and King contributed 
in bringing to prominence the Kingdom's 
present role and its weight anf influence at 
the Arab, Islamic and international levels. 

Following the martyrdom of King Faisal, 
he carried forward the banner of Islamic sol- 
idarity and fraternity and worked ceaselessly 
to heal the rifts and unite the Muslims under 
the banner of Islamic brotherhood, love and 
Solidarity. His efforts in this direction 
reached the peak when the third Islamic 
summit conference was held in Makkah and 
the historic Makkah Declaration was issued. 


In fact the Kingdom witnessed under his 
leadership an unprecedented building boom. 
This great resurgence continued in accor- 
dance with well-balanced plans and with a 
special emphasis on the consolidation of 
spiritual and moral values for the Saudi Ara- 
bian society. 

Besides, King Khaled was always keen on 
maintaining direct contacts with his people. 
He frequently visited various regions of the 
country to have a personal knowledge of his 
people’s conditions and to get thoroughly 
acquainted with various development pro- 
jects. He was always anxious to see the pro- 
jects implemented in very town and bedouin 
settlements. 

As King, he played a major and fundamen- 
tal role at the political level in the Arab 
world. He outstandingly strove to settle many 
disputes among the Arab states. In this 
regard, a special mention can be made of the 
Lebanese civil war which was stopped 
through the efforts of a limited summit con- 
ference held in Riyadh. 

King Khaled’s policy contributed to the 
development of African states, tbe 
implementation of their development pro- 
jects and the reinforcement of solidarity bet- 
ween the Arabs and Africans in general and 
among the Islamic peoples in particular. 
Under his stewardship, Saudi Arabia took 
the lion’s share in giving material aid to Arab. 


Islamic and African states as well as to the 
countries, of the Third World. 

It is no wonder tnat tne meviiaoie worid 
gripped him at a time when Lebanon is wit- 
nessing the bleak moments of its existence. 
He left the world carrying with him all his 
concern for Lebanon and its peace, security 
and stability. During his last days, the 
monarch made endless efforts and contacts to 
save the Lebanese people and the Palestinian 
resistance from the treacherous Zionist ons- 
laughts on unarmed civilians. The last meas- 
ure he took was to send Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud Al-Faisal for meetings with the 
leaders of the United States, Britain, France 
and West Germany to impress upon them the 
need to work for a halt to The Israeli invasion 
whose only aim has been and continues to be 
the liquidation of the Palestinian resistance 
and the destruction of Lebanon. 

At the international level, the late monarch 
paid visits to most of the Arab states, several 
Islamic and European countries.

HOUSTON, June 13 — Gcnrge Ball, former 
undersecretary of state and a frequent critic 
of Israeli military action, said he doesn't see 
how Americans can be very happy over 
Israel's invasion of Lebanon, an action he 
describes as “an excessive kind of reaction." 

Appearing Thursday on ABCs “Night- 
line.” Ball added. "I think you'll find very 
little sympathy in many quarters of American 
life at this fundamentally brutal act." particu- 
larly. he said, where the weapons used by the 
Israelis were weapons the Americans had 
supplied. 

•■'nie fact is. what is going to result from 
this invasion by Israel of Lebanon is ro leave 


the country in a shambles, and at the same 
time, to radicalize the Arab world w a degree 
that hasn't been the case before." Ball pre- 
dicted. “I see’ very little possibility, for exam- 
ple. after this excessive Israeli action to bring 
about any peaceful solution to the veiy fester- 
ing problems of the occupied areas — that is 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip." he 
explained. And if peace is not achieved. Ball 
feels the fighting will continue in the Middle 
East for years to come. 

The United States should be doing some- 
thing. Ball said to put an end to a situation 
that definitely goes against U.S. interests. 
“But unfortunately, since this is a profound 
question of American domestic politics we 
haven’t been very effective in exercising any 
kind of constraints since the days of President 


West Bank Arab dies in shooting 


TEL AVIV. June 13 (AP) — A 25-year- 
old Arab died Saturday in the occupied West 
Bank after being shot by Israeli border police 
the day before during disturbances sparked 
by Israel’s invasion of Lebanon, the military 
command said. 

A group of rock-throwing Arabs attacked 
a patrol in Nablus, the West Bank's largesi 
city, and refused when ordered to disperse. 
When the mob persisted, the patrol opened 


fire wounding ore of the rioters, the array 
spokesman said. 

Meanwhile, in Arab East Jerusalem, shop- 
keepers went on strike Saturday both within 
and outside the old city, a police spokesman 
said. Arab youths threw stones at police but 
they were dispersed without arrest. 

Palestinian flags had been raised Wednes- 
day. and there was some rock-throwing Fri- 
day.

30 Afghan rebel groups smashed 


NEW DELHI. June 13 1 AP) — The 
Afghan government said Saturday that 30 
rebel groups were “wiped out" in the recent 
fighting in the strategic. 160-kms Panjshrr 
Valley, northeast of Kabul. 

Western diplomats last Tuesday supported 
Kabul claims that Soviet and Afghan forces 
captured much of the rebel-held valley in a 
two-week offensive in which paratroopers, 
dropped by helicopters, sealed off rebel posi- 
tions in the northern end of the gorge. 

The official Afghan radio, reporting the 
killings, did not disclose the exact rebel toil in 
the Panjshir fighting. It made no mention of 
government casualties. Rebel leaders in 
Peshawar. Pakistan earlier had said that hun- 
dreds of Soviet and Afghan troops were kil- 
led in bloody battles. They denied that gov- 
ernment forces had overrun the valley and 
said the fighting was still raging. 

The broadcast, monitored here said gov- 
ernment troops seized 8.S00 light weapons.

The radio also said security 
forces wiped out a large number of rebels in 
J urm district of Badakhshan province border- 
ing the Soviet Union and captured hundreds 
of weapons including anti-aircraft guns and 
machineguns.

The reason behind this ineffectiveness on 
the part of the United States where Israel is 
concerned largely rests with the Jewish 
Lobby, according to Ball. "This is an election 
.year.” Ball explained “and I think that the 
pressures that can be brought, both financial 
pressures as far as campaign contributions 
are concerned and other kinds of pressure- 
are going to make it extremely difficult for 
America to do anything more than it has in 
the past — which is practically nothing. The 
Israelis have been able to use our weapons to 
behave in a manner that suits policies, but in 
many cases, in my judgment, have been con- 
trary to the best interest of the United 
States." 

What the Reagan administration should 
do. Ball advised, is require the Israelis to 
return home. “And the sanctions that we 
have are obvious when one thinks of the 
amount of the subsidy which is provided to 
Israel out of American taxpayer money every 
year — somewhere betwen $2 billion and S3 
billion.” 

Ball says he gets a little tired of hearing 
Israel described as the only functioning 
democracy in the Middle East when it pur- 
sues policies of occupying a miDicm-and-a- 
balf people in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. “This isn't veiy consistent with the 
spirit of democracy." The fact that Israel is a 
democracy “does not cover up all of the faults 
and acts that in my judgment, are not veTy 
commendable," Ball said. 

The advocation of Israel as a useful, milit- 
ary force in the Middle East is. in BalFs view, 
“a very dubious thesis." To think of Israel as 
an effective bastion in the Middle East, given 
the fact that it tends to play a very divisive 
role and to make it very difficult for Ameri- 
cans to carry out a consistent policy in the 
region, would be questionable. 

“What has got to be done is that we (the 
United Stales) reach an agreement with 
Israel that we will not have actions taken 
which are contrary to our interests without 
our consultation at a time when the president 
was at a disadvantage because he was out of 
the country — which is a pattern that has 
been followed in the past... What I am propos- 
ing is to make clear that we’re not going on 
with this level of assistance — providing 
military equipment that is used never, with 
our consent and very often against our inter- 
ests — without trying to reach some kind of 
understanding with the Israeli government.” 
Ball concluded.

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KING KHALED 


Only 24 hours before his death King Khaled issued an 
appeal to all Arab governments and media to halt their mutual 
recriminations and settle their differences in the interest of 
Arab and Islamic solidarity. At the same time, he was taking 
an active part in an attempt to bring about peace to Lebanon 
and to stop the brutal Israeli invasion of the country and the 
liquidation of the Palestinian people there. 

Ever since he became King in 1975, in succession to his 
illustrious brother Faisal, Khaled was a pious ruler who 
adhered to the word of God in everything he did or said. 

His short reign of seven years was marked by a spectacular 
advance in almost every walk of life in his country. No other 
seven or seventy years before that had seen anything like that 
witnessed in his country during his stewardship. The two 
five-year development plans which he launched catapulted 
the country, the people and the millionsof expatriates into the 
ranks of fast developing states and people anywhere. 

Roads, in thousands of kilometers crisscrossed the vast 
desen Kingdom, or what used to be called so. Reforestation 
plans and agricultural development covered the sand dunes 
and stopped the march of the desert. Schools absorbed every 
schoolgoing child and seven universities took care of every 
one who finished high school and wanted academic education. 
Twelve hundred small to medium industries made it possible 
for the first time to buy locally made goods and services of 
competitive qualities and prices. Large scale petrochemical 
industries which cost scores of billions of riyals promise to 
make the country a big exporter of petroleum byproducts. 

Under Khaled, the Kingdom deserved to be called the 
fastest -developing country on earth at present. 

All this was achieved at the national level without Kbaled 
saying a word about it in public or private. There is no record- 
ing of Khaled boasting about his achievements. Even on the 
day he presides over the budget cabinet meeting, he shies 
away from the record and the promise and thanks God for His 
blessings- No other ruler or king or president has been as 
remotely self-effacing as the late King Khaled ibn Abdul Aziz. 

On the Arab and Islamic levels, the ora of Khaled was 
characterized by intensive efforts to close the ranks. He tried 
hard to bring the Arabs together even after the traumatic 
experience of the Camp David accord between Egypt and 
Israel which took Egypt out of the Arab fold. He doubled and 
trebled the Kingdom's contributions to the Arab and Islamic 
states and visiting him and the country became a priority 
undertaking by every head of Arab and Islamic state. The 
crowning glory came when he hosted the last Islamic summit 
conference in Makkah and Taif. He addressed the heads of 
state inside the holy Haram in Makkah, appealed for Islamic 
unity and could not hold back his tears. He, the king of Saudi 
Arabia and host of 39 heads of Islamic states representing 
800, cried in public in a rare but genuine show of concern and 
hope. 

His last diplomatic effort was launched on behalf of Leba- 
non and the Palestinians. He sent his foreign minister to 
Reagan and other West European leaders during their summit 
in Bonn asking for their cooperation in controlling the Israeli 
massacre of innocent people. 

Although he bad a history of heart trouble with major 
surgeries, he continued to perform his royal duties without a 
let-up. He maintained a busy schedule of private and public 
meetings turning nobody away from his door and shaking 
hands with anyone who wanted to greet him, sometimes meet- 
ing hundreds of them while standing up. He stood up for 
everyone who approached him despite his fragile health. Until 
the day came for him to answer God" s call. May he rest in 
peace. 




Chile’s stand 
on Falklands 

irks Argentina

SANTIAGO — 

Gen. Augusto Pinochet’s eight-year-old military 
regime is embarrassed by reports from London and 
Washington of Chilean tactical aid to the British 
forces in the South Atlantic. 

The Chilean Foreign Ministry in Santiago has 
disavowed stories by the U.S. National Public 
Radio and Britain's Independent Television . Net- 
work that British forces have bomarded air force 
targets in southern Argentina from bases in south- 
ern Chile. Foreign Minister Rene Rojas has reiter- 
ated Chile's neutrality in the Falklands dispute, and 
hints darkly that “certain persons'’ are attempting 
to hurt Chile -Argentina relations. 

Most diplomats in Santiago consider there is little 
likelihood of Chilean involvement in the dispute. 
Apart from the diplomatic consequences, war is 
expensive and the Pinochet regime's main anxiety is 
Chile’s falling economy. 

In addition, two international attempts to resolve 
Chile's long-running dispute with Argentina over 
three islets at the mouth of the Beagle Channel — 
by Great Britain in 1 977 and the Vatican since 1 978 
— have both proposed settlements acceptable to 
Chile. 

The outbreak of hostilities in the South Atlantic 
has. however, inevitably affected Chile. Argentine 
officials have had to offer police protection to 
Chilean diplomatic installations in Argentina 
because of anti-Chilean sentiment. And several 
hundred Chilean workers employed m southern 
Argentina’s mining district have lost their jobs. 

Chilean officials have made repeated public 
affirmations of the country's neutrality, and last 
month underlined their goodwill to Argentina by 
sending the Chilean Navy icebreaker, the Piloto 
Pardo , to join rescue efforts surrounding the sunken 
General Belgrano. However, the crash of the British 
Sea King helicopter near Punta Arenas, an area 
well within Chilean territory, may have undone 
much of the good done by the Piloto Pardo. 

After the helicopter incident the Chilean Foreign 
Ministry sent a note of protest to London, and the 
British Ambassador in Santiago. John Moore 
Heath, offered apologies for any difficulties that 
may have been caused. 

When the helicopter’s three-man crew turned up 
a week later, the British Embassy issued a state- 
ment thanking the Chilean authorities for the “cor- 
rect and humane treatment” the crewmen received. 
Embassy officials described the finding of the three 
men and their transfer to Santiago from Punta 
Arenas as a rescue, a choice of words possibly 
designed to recall the Chilean Navy’s help to 
Argentina. 

But the mystery surrounding the Sea King 
helicopter crash has yet to be clarified, and suspi- 
cions of some Chttean-British collaboration have 
been heightened by the latest storeis from the U.S. 
and Britain of “Chilean-based bombardment of 
Argentina.” (ONS)

The Soviet Union is pouring in millionsof roubles 
to help the Vietnamese, while China is the main 
supplier to the Khmer Rouge, ousted from power in 
a Vietnamese military drive in 1979. 

At the Singapore meeting, Stoessel is expected to 
reaffirm Washington's commitment to help 
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countries in the region defend themselves: and to .. 
maintain a U.S. presence in the Pacific, diplomatic 
sources said. 

But ASEAN and Western military sources said 
that the Soviet activity in the area had yet to reach a 
stage where military contingency plans had to be 
seriously considered. They said the meeting here 
would not discuss the possibility of ASEAN, a polit- 
ical, economic and cultural grouping formed 15 
years ago, turning into a formal military alliance. 

ASEAN wfll be interested in what Japanese 
Foreign Minister Yoshio Sakuranchi can offer 
regarding a possible settlement over Kampuchea. 
He wifi ten the ASEAN ministers that Japan wfll 
maintain its freeze on a 14 billion yen ($58 million) 
aid package to Vietnam until the Kampuchean 
problem is resolved. Japanese sources said.

Following your cartoon on Mrs. Thatcher and 
the concern voiced by the British ambassador in 
Jeddah, I chi ^governments like the British rely on 
we3k public memory to make lofty claims. When 
they seek to further their own interests, such gov- 
ernments speak of the rule of law, right of self- 
determination for people and United Nations' 
resolutions. But when their interests run contrary, 
they throw overboard all values and principles. 

On this occasion, I would like to pose the follow- 
ing questions to the British ambassador: 

— Under what kind of international law and rules 
of democracy Israel was created and Jews were 
brought from all over the world and planted in the 
heart of the Arab-Muslim world? 

— Under what human rights Israel is being 
supplied with sophisticated arms to commit the 
ongoing carnage and aggression in Lebanon ? 

— How many United Nations resolutions on the 
Middle East crisis have been flouted by Israel? 

— Why did not Britain act to accord the right of 
self-determination in Palestine, Kashmir, leaving 
behind a legacy of simmering disputes? 

I am sure that if the mass media like your news- 
paper revive old memories, the double-standards of 
such nations will be exposed.

ing months. To many observers of SchmJdf s career 
it seemed the city which produced him may now 
have sent him on the road to defeat. 

What happened last Sunday was that the SPD’s 
overall 5 1 .5 percent majority in the city-state parli- 
ament shrank to 42.8 percent The opposition 
Christian Democrats (CDU). who have been a very 
ineffective minority in this* SPD citadel until now. 
gained nearly 6 percentage points to overtake the 
SPD and become, by a narrow margin, the city’s 
leading party with 43.2 percent . 

That was not the end of the bad news in the 
message which reached Schmidt while he was being 
royally entertained by President Mitterrand at Ver- 
sailles. The Free Democrats (FDP). the liberals 
who are the junior partner in the government coali- 
tion. narrowly failed with 4.8 percent to reach the 5 
percent needed to qualify fora place in the Ham- 
burg parliament 

They were overtaken by a new alliance of ecolog- 
ists. left-wing Socialists and the peace movement 
called GAL (the Green-Alternative List) which' 
polled 7.7 percent. 

It was all the more humiliating for Schmidt in that 
he had taken an active part in the Hamburg cam- 
paign. appealing to his fellow citizens to renew their 
trust in him while he was playing a leading role on 
the international scene, preparing to welcome Pres- 
ident Reagan and the NATO leaders to Bonn last 
week. 

The main outcome for the people of Germany’s 
wealthiest city is that the parties are now in a posi- 
tion of deadlock from which there is no prospect of 
stable government emerging without new elections. 

Why is the Hamburg defeat so important for the 
SPD? The first reason is that Schmidt* s birthplace is 
a symbol.- a flagship of social democracy. Second. 
Hamburg is in a line of dominoes which have been 
falling into the hands of the CDU. The'SPD control 
of Berlin collapsed in much the same way last year 
and the outlook is extremely poor for the important 
state of Hessen which goes to the polls in Sep- 
tember. 

A failure for the SPD like the Hamburg fiasco 
encourages further defections. The CDU is now on 
the verge of conquering two-thirds of the Bundes- 
rat. the upper house in Bonn, which would enable it 
to block all government legislation. An overall 
CDU majorify in Hamburg would have brought ir 



over the two-thirds mark in the Bondesrat. Hessen 
is the next chance. 

What happened to the FDP in Hamburg poses an 
immediate threat to the Bonn coalition. For the 
second time the FDP failed to qualify for represen- 
tation in the local parliament and the fall of the 
FDP from third to fourth party in the country is 
beginning to look permanent The Greens have 
now gained a foothold in five state parliaments. 

Continued Josses lead prominent members of the 
FDP to.tbe conclusion that there is nothing more to 
be gained by an alliaace.at the national or state level 
with the SPD- The coalition has been getting much 
more quarrelsome of late and a discussion has 
opened on the government's future economic prog- 
ram. which is the issue on which the two parties are 
most sharply divided. 

Will it come to a breach? A first step in that 
direction may be taken in a few days’ time by the 
: FDP of Hessen who must deride whether to go into 
the elections there as the ally of the SPD orerttss the 
floor and join the opposition. The CDU has a good 
chance of unseating the SPD in Hessen even with- 
out help from die liberals, and a strong desire to be 
on the winning side may pull the FDP over. 

Looking back on the Hamburg poll tbe;Social 
Democrats can see special reasons for their defeat 
which give them , hope that, they might achieve a 
better result, elsewhere. - 

Klaus von Dohnanyi. the 53-year-old SPD 
mayor, was drafted Into the city only a year ago to 
salvage a disastrous situation in which his predeces- 
sor. Hans-Ulrich Klose, bad leaned too far to the 
Left and was forced into resignation. Dohnanyi had. 
gone a long way toward restoring the confidence of 
well-to-do citizens in this SPD administration. But 
Klose’ s left-wing supporters deserted in droves to 
the Greens. 

The CDU sent to the city .Hamburg-born 
Waltber Leisler Kiep, 56, a handsome, energetic 
former Ford car salesman whose lively. Ame rican " 
style campaigning set a hard pace for bis opponents: 
When the results were announced Kiep called on 
Dohnanyi to resign but the mayor and Schmidt 
insisted that it was up to Kiep to form a viable 
government, and if he succeeded the SPD mayor 
would step down. With no ally to bringhim overthe 
halfway mark in the city parliament. Kiep’s quest is 
certain to fafl. (ONS)

with pieces of skin- hanging." Mrs. Suyeishi 
said in an interview. “Later 1 became sick 
with a high fever and roy gums bled. 1 was in 
bed for at least half a year. It was iust hell." 

On Aug. 6 and 9.' 1945. A-bombs nick- 
named "Little Boy" and "Fat Man" flattened 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. By December, 
more than 200.000 people had died as a 
result of the blasts, including an unknown 
□umber of Japanese -Americans.

Hollywood churns out 
spine-chilling movies

''HOLLYWOOD (LAT) — Couples clutch 
each other as evil reigns at the bijou. Readers 
shiver to spine-chilling yarns. Terrifying tales 
of the supernatural have always attracted an 

ai'dience. But never as much as now. 

The horror genre has grown swiftly this 
phst decade. What grosses us out grosses well 
of the box office, leading Hollywood to chum 
out more and more gore. Since the mid-70s. 
in fact, prod uclibn of horror movies has more 
titan doubled. According to film critic Larry 
CVjhen. about 50 a year were produced in the 
mid-* 70s. and more than 300 from the period 
of 1 979 till now. "It is now possible ro release 
ni'o new horror flicks every week." he says. 

! Harvey Greenberg, a psychoanalyst and 
aaihnr of Movies on Your Mind , labels this 
gjfnre "cruel cinema." Although there are a 
hindful of horror film classics — Dr. JekyU 
and Mr. Hyde, Dracula and Frankenstein — 
h | says Alfred Hitchcock's Psycho was the 
benchmark movie "responsible for legitimiz- 
irjg the display of violence to large general 
audiences.” 

iBook publishers, too. are accelerating their 
ohtput of scary novels. "It is one of the hotter 
genres working right now." says Marty 
driier. editor in chief of Pocket Books. The 
Exorcist, says Asher, did for books wnat 
Psycho did for films. " It was probably the first 
breakout horror novel of recent times. ne 
says, "and it spawned a lot of other books like 
it!’’ Since then, he says, the genre has wjde- 
ned so much that it now includes subdivi- 
sions. And he lists three: the spooky kid 
eenre (such as Flowers m the Attic which sold 
1 1 million copies) the classic, subtle type ( 
Ghost Story), and your basic blood and guts 
(Blood Sister#. "That’s quite a range — tne 
field has grown a lot.” - .

— If s a matter of personality, says Kissen. 
There are phobics, he says, and counrer- 
phobics. Phobics are fearfiil people, often 
conditioned by their parents ro be so. These 
people would avoid seeing or reading any- 
thing frightening. Counter-phobics, he says, 
more often say. "I dare you to frighten me. I 
want to see the scariest movie I can see. I 
want to risk feeling frightened." “Counter- 
phobics like risks.” he says "They’re 
daredevils. They’re the type that love riding 
roller coasters.” 

Movie directors, too. see the correlation 
between roller coasters and horror films. 
John Irving, director of Ghott Story, notes, 
"they both have the crucial ingredients of 
shared terror'and incipient panic." And Sean 
Cunningham, who directed Friday the 13th. 
once told a reporter that if a director gives his 
audience the thrills of a perfect roller-coaster 
ride, they will supjrort his film. 

Is this current popularity a barometer of 
the times we live in? Yes. says Kissen. "We 
live in a very escapist time. People don’t want 
to deal with the real serious problems of the 
age." But Hoffman feels that the popularity 
of horror films and books can also be traced 
to modem mass-marketing techniques and 
technical advances in special effects. 


Several thousand Nisei, or second genera- 
tion. Japanese- Americans. were temporarily 
living in Japan during the war. They had gone 
to visit relatives, study or work, some hoping 
to escape discrimination or relocation camps 
in the United States. 

Mrs. Suyeishi. now a Los Angeles house- 
wife. is vice president of the Committee of 
Atomic Bomb Survivors in the United States, 
which strated as a friendship organization 
and 1 0 years ago began seeking Washington’ s 
help with medical expenses. 

The committee’s president is Ka’nji 
Kuramoto. who was working about 320 kms 
from Hiroshima when the bomb hit. His 
exposure to the radiation was secondary 
when he went to the ruined city two days later 
to search for his father. 

Kuramoto. who was bom in Honolulu, 
rook the first train to Hiroshima after the 
bombing. Then 1 9. he looked for his father 
for two weeks but never found him or his 
body. 

Their house destroyed, he and the rest of 
his family camped on the ground amid dozens 
of corpses, he said in an interview. "But to 
me. the worst shock was that after about five 
or six months, people who seemed healthy 
kept dying... This went on for about two 
years.” he said. 

While Mrs. Suyeishi suffers from back 
pain, anxiety and nightmares. Kuramoto. a 
California engineer, says he has no major, 
health problems. But he lost his teeth and has 
diabetes.like many atomic bomb survivors. 

He estimates there are 1 .000 atomic bomb 
victims, or Hibakusha. in the United States. 
Most are women in California, about half are 
U.S.-born and the rest married Americans 
after the war. But so far only 50 have come 
forward because they fear they will be stig- 
matized or have difficulty obtaining health 
insurance, he said. 

“They say. Why should we help the 
enemies? You deserve to suffer because you 
hit Pearl Harbor, you are war criminals." said 
Kuramoto. who has received threatening 
telephone calls concerning his work for the 
American survivors. 

He said the American survivors want the 
U.S. government to pay medical costs not 
covered by insurance. Several individuals lost 
their insurance after they stated publicly they 
were victims of an atomic blast he said. They 
also want the government to study further the 
health effects resulting from the blasts. 

In Japan, about 350.000 survivors receive 
free medical care^ Ironically, the Japanese.

On high seas 

Pirates stalk Vietnamese refugees

SING APURb ( Depthnews) — Nothing of 
value was left on the Vietnamese refugee 
boat by the time pirates in the Gulf of Thai- 
land struck for the fourth lime in 48 hours. 

"I suppose that’s why they took my wife,” 
says Vu Dinh Nam in a soft, sad voice. " It was 
dark. Maybe they could not see she was pre- 
gnant. But they didn't return her and I don't 
know where she is'now." Nam’s wife, Nguyen 
Thi Van, 28. was seven months pregnant 
when she was abducted by Thai pirates a few 
days after she and her family escaped from 
South Vietnam. 

Nam, his two children — one of them a 
five-year-old girl who was beaten savagely 
over the head during the third pirate attack — 
and the 24 other Vietnamese on the refugee 
boat were rescued by a 5300-ton freighter 
Cap Anamur. 

The ship, which carries a doctor and three 
nurses, is chartered by a private group in 
West Germany to save refugees from death in 
the Gulf of Thailand, between Southern 
Vietnam and the coasts of Thailand and 
Malaysia. 

Four other women from Nam’s boat were

ible for free medical care in Japan. 

"Since then, some Japanese-Americans 
have gone to live in Japan because they could 
not afford medical treatment here. Since 
1972. several congressmen have sponsored 
legislation seeking U.S. assistance for the 
Hibakusha but no law has been passed. 

Mrs. Suyeishi who has no scars from her 
injuries, said that the survivors suffer emo- 
tional as well as physical injuries and live in 
fear all the time that they wfl] become ill. 

It's very difficult to find the scar with your 
eye but inside everyone is sick, especially 
emotionally." she said. 

The major effects suffered by nuclear vic- 
tims are leukemia, thyroid, breast and lung 
cancer, and genetic disorders, according to 
studies by American and Japanese doctors. 

There is also the fear of not knowing the 
long-term effects and guilt about surviving 
when so many others died. 

"We are not talking about health care for 
Japanese or foreign subjects. We are talking 
about health care for Americans, the quiet 
Americans who suffer from physical and 
emotional problems directly attributable to 
the atomic bombings." Dr. Thomas Noguchi, 
ehief coroner of Los Angeles, told a congres- 
sional subcommittee in 1978. 

Kuramoto estimated that what the group 
was seeking would only amount to about 
$250,000 to $500,000 a year. "The hardest 
part is why we Americans are ignored by our 
govern menu" he said. 

Mrs. Suyeishi. meanwhile, emphasizes that 
she is an American and she seeks to draw 
attention to her past to try to save her country 
from nuclear war. 

"We want the American people to under- 
stand the American Hibakusha." Mrs. 

Suyeishi said. “We are the first American 
victims of nuclear weapons... I am not proud 
to say I'm an atomic bomb survivor. But I 
want to protect out own people, to give the 
world peace. This is our country. We are talk- 
ing about the future." 


of three children. 

Death can come in several ways to 
Vietnamese who take the risky backdoor 
route out of their country in small, wooden- 
hulled fishing craft that are often unsea- 
worthy .and overcrowded. 

Since the exodus began after the Commun- 
ist victory in South Vietnam seven years ago, 
thousands have drowned or died from dehyd- 
ration and exhaustion. But in the past few 
years Thai pirates have added to the danger. 

Some of the pirates are poor fishermen 
looking foT easy pickings. Others are well 
organized criminal gangs armed with U.S.- 
made M-16 automatic rifles and pistols as 
well as knives, axes, iron bars and marlin 
spikes. 

The English-speaking leader of one gang 
that stripped Nam’s boat of its spare engine 
(an outboard), compass, binoculars and 
petrol, and stole watches and the small 
amounts of jewelry, gold and extra clothing 
carried by its passengers, boasted that the 
three fishing trawlers in his "syndicate” kept 
in regular Touch by radio, located their pray 
by radar and shared the spoils. 

Pirates last year attacked 80 percent of the 
455 boats that broght 15,000 Vietnamese 
refugees to Thailand, according to figures 
compiled by the office of the Ignited Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) 
in Bangkok. 

The figures, based on refugee reports, 
showed that the boats were attacked an aver- 
age of three times each. Last year 211 
Vietnamese women were recorded abducted 
at sea and 133 are still missing. Nearly all 
were taken by Thai pirates. Some are 
believed to have been murdered, others may 
be on remote islands in the Gulf of Thailand. 

Since its first patrol in February 1980, the 
Cap Anamur has rescued y.34y refugees in 
the Gulf of Thailand and the South China 
Sea, 230 of them on its most recent two- 
month voyage. 

In an interview, Capt. Klaus Buch. 30. and 


Cap Anamur skipper, said eight of the 111 
boatloads of refugees he hud picked up were 
robbed and raped by pirates. "It’s quite nor- 
mal.” he said. 

When the Cap Anamur was patrolling in 
international waters in the Gulf of Thailand 
recently, it came across a refugee boat being 
towed by a Thai trawler. " As we approached, 
the Thais cui the tow line and steamed off.” 
Capt. Buch said. "We suspected a pirate 
vessel, so we followed ii to try to get the 
boat's number. But it didn't have one. Most 
of the Thai pirate craft arc unnumbered. 

"When we got back to the Vietnamese 
boat, we found 42 men. 20 women and 37 
children on board. One of the men was seri- 
ously wounded with a bullet in the neck, 
another had been stabbed four times and a 
third had ribs broken when the pirates beat 
him up. The refugees said 14 men had been 
shot to death, fatally stabbed, slaughtered 
with axes or thrown overboard to drown. 

“They also told us that 1 9 of their women 
— the youngest 1 2 and oldest 23 — had been 
abducted and were on the Thai trawler. By 
this time it was about six miles away. 

* We set off in pursuit. When we were 
about a mile away and catching up fast, they 
started to throw the women overboard. Eight 
went into the sea. It was bad weather, very 
rough and getting dark. So. of course, we had 
to stop and'pick them up. That took two and a 
half bourse and by then the pirate boats had 
vanished.” 

Capt. Buch says that not all Thai trawlers 
are pirate boats. "On April 13 we were hailed 
by a friendly trawler. The crew' handed over 
two Vietnamese women and two children 
they had taken from a leaking refugee boat 
eight days before. Thirty-six other Vietnam- 
ese from the boar had been picked up by 
other Thai trawlers. We don't know what 
happened to them.” 

Capt. Buch said: "The Thai trawlers were 
like sharks wailing for darkness to move in 
for the kill.” 

The number of one of the trawlers was 
noted. So were the numbers taken by 
refugees on Nam’s boar, they identified two 


Thai trawlers. But it is notoriously difficult to 
trace pirate boats, let alone deter their 
activities on the high seas. Only nine pirates 
were arrested and convicted in Thailand last 
year. 

A U.S.-financed anti-piracy patrol prog- 
ram operated by the Thai Government 
lapsed last September. Thailand is at present 
studying a more elaborate program put for- 
ward by the UNHCR. The U.S.. Australia. 
Canada. Denmark, Japan, West Germany. 
Italy, the Netherlands. Norway. Switzerland 
and" Britain have pledged S3.t> million for the 
first year and the offer is being considered by 
the Thai Government. 

A UNHCR spokesman said the S3.6 mil- 
lion would provide two spotter planes and 
would pay the operating costs of three patrol 
boats. Thai marine police would get a patrol 
boat, the Harbor Department would be given 
sonic small inspection craft, and police in 
southern Thailand — where most Vietnam- 
ese refugees land — would be given three 
speedboats. 

Thailand. Malaysia, Singapore and 
Indonesia have all refused entry to refugees 
picked up by the Cap Anamur and an 800- ton 
Swiss anti-piracy ship^the Herta S. which has 
been operating since early April. 

After the Swiss Government guaranteed to 
resettle 52 Vietnamese rescued by the 
Herta S and brought to Singapore, the Singa- 
pore Government agreed recently to allow 
them to land on a one-time basis. Only the 
Philippine Government regularly allows 
refugees from the Cap Anamur entry to a 
camp on Palawan Island in Southern 
Philippines, so they can be processed for 
resettlement in Western countries. 

But many Western governments, including 
those of the U.S. and Australia, are reducing 
the number of places available for Indochin- 
ese refugees. They are also making condi- 
tions for entry more difficult because of offi- 
cial suspicion that most are now leaving to 
avoid economic hardship at home and to find 
belter living conditions abroad, rather than to 
escape political persecution. 


Tips for successful photos

WASHINGTON (SNS) — What better 
way to get started in nature photography than 
by following the lead of an expert? To cap- 
ture that perfect moment on film, try follow- 
ing these tips prepared by Kjell Sandved. a 
world-renowned photographer and producer 
of biological films at the Smithsonian's 
National Museum of Natural Histoiy in 
Washington, D.C. 

The most common mistake made in photo- 
graphy is moving the camera. To steady your- 
self. begin by taking a deep breath, exhaling 
and then softly press the shutter. 

For needle-sharp pictures, try shooting 
your subject at a faster shutter speed — 
instead of using 1 25th of a second at an f-stop 
of 1 1 . try shooting at 250th of a second at an 
f-stop of 8.

have it halfway. Smaller apertures give a gre- 
ater depth of field, larger apertures produce a 
shallower one. 

Avoid taking portraits with a wide-angle or 
telephoto Jen's which diston the image. 
Lenses of 50 mm to 110 mm in length are 
preferable. 

When using a flash, hold it away from the 
camera if possible rather than mounting it on 
top. Side illumination produces a more sculp- 
tured effect. 

Tty placing piece of translucent drafting 
paper in front of the flash. The paper acts as a 
diffuse rand reduces hareh shadows while sof- 
tening the lines of the image. The paper also 
prevents some of the color from getting 
"washed out" from the bright flash. 

Always have at least one filter in front of 
your lens. The filter protest the lens in case 
you drop your camera and also reduces the 
amount of ultraviolet light reaching the film. 

Filters can produce some interesting 
results if they are used properly. Try to visual- 
ize a color wheel as three see-saws which 
cross in the middle (see illustration.) If you 
use a yellow filter to photograph a yellow 
flower! the subject becomes much lighter in 
color. In contrast, a blue filter will make a 
vellow flower stand out and appear much 
darker. On dark and cloudy days, cyan (dark 
blue) light tends to predominate. A red filter 
will lighten up the picture while a cyan filler 
can be used if you want to emphasize the 
mood of the day. To darken the sky and make 
clouds stand out. use an orange filter. When 
photographing under fluorescent lighting, 
always use a magenta filter to neutralize the 
strong green color emitted by these lights. 

An ultraviolet or haze filter (sometimes 
called a skylight filter) reduces distant haze 
when shooting at the beach or capturing a 
mountain vista. 

When photographing through glass or a 
shiny object other than metal, use a polariz- 
ing filter to reduce surface reflection and 
glare. 

Keep a record of the lighting and camera 
settings for each shot and later examine your 
prints with an 8X magnifying lens. Study your 
work and determine what you did right or 
wrong so you can adjust your settings the next 
time. 

Finally, the mark of a good photographer 
comes in editing your photos. "Be sure you 
show only the best photos to your friends.” 
Sandved advises, "or else you’ll bore them to 
sleep with the not-so-good ones.”

Inc.." of Houston which manu- 
factures products of polyurthane foam 
shaped in a variety of forms that range from 
large, index finger-pointing hands to 
leprechauns' bowlers that come complete 
with shamrock. 

Sure, these arc novel items, but their bright 
colors and -unusual shapes cannot explain the 
unilateral consumer acceptance that the 
company has experienced over (he past four 
years. 

Thai Spirit Hand is a financial success can 
be directly linked to the American sports 
fan's seemingly primal need to announce his 
association with his favorite sports team.

across the nation annually where they arc 
waved, tossed and thrust into the lenses of 
panning television cameras. 

Their printed messages proclaim that their 
team — and themselves as a result — are 
“No. I!" Revelry of this nature surrounding 
any team's success can be witnessed at events 
that range from a little league baseball game 
to the Super Bowl: from a junior high swim 
meet to the Rose Bowl: and from a high 
school basketball game to the World Scries. 

In 1977. Fauss was teaching industrial arts 
at a Houston-area high school whose football 
team had won the opportunity to play for its 
district title. 

In preparation for that event. Fauss made

of the hands and lugged them to Dallas new 
Year's Day. They sold out'within 2(1 minutes. 

By this time, Fauss was convinced that his 
idea was marketable, but realised that the 
material of which they were made — maso- 
nite — was heavy and cumbersome, making it 
difficult for anyone to keep the thing aloft at a 
game. 

Therefore, he began experimenting with 
lighter materials. At first, he tried styrofoam, 
but abandoned it because it was too brittle — 
the fingers kept breaking off during ship- 
ment. Finally, he settled on polyurethane 
foam which is a form of foam rubber most 
commonly used in "Nerf” products. 

By late 1978, Spirit Hand was born. He 
took his manufactured goods to more than 20 
stores located in New Orleans where he 
hcrped to sell them to Penn State and 
University of Alabama fans in town to attend 
the 1979 Sugar Bowl. By game time, the 
entire stock of hands had been sold out. 

Fauss said that he experimented with a

From 1 1 percent to 65 percent of men suffer from it 
during their wives' pregnancy. In some instances, what was thought 
lo be couvade turns out to be something else. 

For example, 1 recall one husband who complained of stomach 
pains and nausea during his wife's pregnancy. But, the symptoms 
persisted. X-ray studies revealed that he had a duodenal ulcer.

Taking medications may produce side effects causing sudden falls: 
taking antihypertensive drugs, antidepressants, diuretics, tranquiliz- 
e»,etc.

Japanese labor indifferent to safety

• MANILA. (Depthnews) — Japan's rapid 
n\arch toward industrialization has not been 
matched by concern forthe-heaJth and safety 
of its workers. This seeming lack of concern is 
felt most in small industries with a minimum 
of 50 and a maximum of 99 workers. 

A study, -however, does hot blame the 
government or the employers entirely for 
the problem. Prof. Hideyasu Aoyama. direc- 
tor of the Department of Hygiene of the 
Okayama University Medical School, 
explains it thus in Iniematiantd Labor 
Review: 

” Labor unions’ interest in work, health and 
safety was traditionally low because of cer- 
tain ingrained attitudes toward work. Work- 
ers terfced to believe that hazards were a ' 
natural part of work, and that if one were to 
make/ a living, some risks of disease or acri- 
dent/were unavoidable.” 

Ejfen today. Dr. Aoyama adds. Japanese 
workers retain that same attitude. While they 
may be out spoken and forceful in demanding 
say. wage increases, they, become mute in 
pressing their employers for more concrete 
improvements in their conditions.

belonging fo the General Council of Japanese 
Trade Unions or Sohyo. the country’s 
largest with more than 43 million members. 

Still, he notes, the attitude is slowly chang- 
ing. especially with the enactiment of the 
1972 Industrial and Safety Law. As a whole, 
the law contains few provisions for prevent- 
ing industrial injuries; instead it emphasizes 
shared labor-mangement responsibility, 
which is limited mostly to compensation 
claims. 

But because of the law. says Dr. Aoyama. 
there are mow labor unions determined to 
make Japanese employers comply with the 
provisions on industrial safety. Still others are 
pressing companies to implement other pro- 
visions like setting up of safely and health 
committees, periodic health examinations, 
and safety and health education programs. 

The survey also indicates that some labor 
unions have been gone further than these. 
Union members now ask for compensation 
benefits from companies, aside from those 
provided by the government. Many workers 
likewise start a Boycott unless the company 
introduces safety measures in a new produc- 
tion process.

back pains, presumably arising from condi- 
tions at the work site. The union formed sev- 
eral inspection teams, composed of special- 
ists. to investigate the complaints. 

What the team discovered was that the 
complaints were work-related due mostly to 
handling of heavy objects and working in 
half-sitting positions. The union then pre- 
sented the results to management which con- 
ducted a separate investigation. 

Hie management probe confirmed earlier 
findings and. as a result, changes were intro- 
duced. Modern equipment to minimize man- 
ual handling -of heavy objects and prevent 
spinal dislocation were purchased. At the 
same time, an inspection team composed of 
union leaders and industrial physicians made 
periodic ocular inspections of the different 
job sites. With the introduction of these 
measures, the number of worker complaining 
of back pains went down considerably. 

Dr. Aoyam* considers the railway union 
example as a big step forward from the work- 
ers' traditional attitude. But on the whole, he 
is not entirely satisfied, saying: “These 
associations ard grouped together on an 
i ndustry-by- ind ustry basis. Thus, they do 
well to make changes in industrial processes 
and production. They organize inspection

attended. Speakers included actor Orson 
Welles. Coretta Scott King, widow nf assassi- 
nated civil rights leader Martin Luther King, 
and survivors of the atomic blasts at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

There were also plenty of pop stars pres- 
ent. including Carly Simon. Linda Ronstadt 
and Jackson Browne, to sing against the hor-' 
rors of nuclear war. But politicians were bar- 
red. Reports said Mayor Edward Koch had 
wanted to speak but he left the rally after 
apparently being told the show would be 
stopped if he stepped on stage. 

Police reported no arrests en route to the 
rally or at Central Park, and said only a few 
minor injuries had resulted in the mass 
movement of hundreds of thousands of mar- 
chers through Manhattan's streets. 

Although the United States, the Soviet 
Union and other nations with nuclear arsen- 
als all came in for criticism, the Reagan 
administration seemed the most popular 
target. 

A Hiroshima survivor, who was 17 at the 
time of the explosion, told the crowd.” I am a 
witness. ..My eyes were scorched by radia- 
tion. No more Hiroshima, no more 
Nagasaki.” Those promoting the belief that 
nuclear war could be survived were "the 
greatest criminals in history.” he said. 

The rally was the main event in a series of 
week-long political and religious activities 
timed to coincide with the current United 
Nations special session on disarmament. 

The rally began with thousands of children 
from both city and expensive private schools 
leading the march from the United Nasons. 
They were followed by 40 Buddhist monks 
from Japan who had walked across the 
United States to take part. 

Some 5.000 police were on duty directing 
traffic and maintaining security. Central 
Manhattan seemed devoid of the normal 
Saturday crowds of shoppers and there was 
little traffic on the srreets. Marchers carried 
yellow balloons and thousands of signs, some 
of them reading "Bombs Don't Kill. Morons 
Do” and "I'd Rather Die of Old Age.” 

But Maurizu Tagliattini simply wanted 
people to read his novel. God, Adam, and the 
Prophets. He waved a placard advertising the 
book in front of television cameras.

TABAT1NGA. Brazil.June 13 (AP) — 
A domestic airliner missed its approach in 
a dense jungle fog and slammed into the 
airport control tower Saturday, killing all 
44 persons aboard, authorities reported. 

The Irondelle SH-227 aircraft broke 
into several pieces on the ground and tho 
40 passengers and four crew memb.u 
apparently died instantly, said Joaquim da 
Silva dos Santos, an airport employee in 
this Amazon community. He said the 
crash occurred about 6:30 a.m. and visibil- 
ity was only about 100 yards (meters). The 
plane was owned by the Amazon regional 

airline Taba. . _ . „ 

The twin-engine turboprop Irondelle 

was new on tbe route, but Taba officials 
said the apparent cause of the accident was 
the poor visibility, which allowed ^ an 
instruments-only approach. 

A Taba spokesman in Manaus, Carlos 
Leal, said all the victims were Brazilians 
except the Portuguese pilot, Manuel 
Teixeira Estanqueiro. Leal said the airline 
was sending company officials to investi- 
gate the accident. 

The Taba plane was on the second stop 
of a regional Amazon flight, according to 
Leal. Tabatinga is on rhe far western 
Amazon border of Brazil. at the junction 
of Peru and Colombia. 

The accident is the third fatal crash in 
Brazil since May 24, when a VASP Boeing 
727 spin in two on landing in Brasilia, 
killing two men. On Tuesday another 
VASP plane, a Boeing 737, crashed on its 
approach to the' Fortaleza Airport in 
Brazil's northeast, kilting 137 persons. 
The causes of those accidents are still 
oindci investigation. 


WARSAW, June 13 (Agencies) -Curfew 
is to be lifted shortly in this capital and 257 
internees are to be freed, according to an 
Interior Ministry communique quoted by 
Polish television. The decision, according to 
the communique, was taken during a meeting 
of the Military Council for National Salvation 

held Saturday under the chairmanship of its 
^ead, Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski. 

The council, television said, took the deci- 
sion with a view to the fact that the main 
objectives of- martial law as defined last Dec. 
13 when it was put into effect had by now 
been reached — "despite important obsta- 
cles.” 

The Interior Ministry also advised the 
heads of the country's provincial administra- 
tions to lift the suspension of "social, sci- 
entific and cultural organizations.” The 
announcement followed a report from PAP 
news agency that the martial law curfew had 
been lifted in the Baltic coast city of Szczecin. 

In a positive assessment of its half year of 
rule, the council said it had managed to 


safeguard the interests of Socialist Poland 
maintained its alliances with its Bast bloc 
allies and improved internal security. Th e 
communique gave no indication that 
council was considering lifting the suspension 
. of the free trade union Solidarity. 

The mayor of Warsaw had been told to 
consider lifting the curfew. The council com- 
munique spoke of a "progressive normaliza. 
tion of life" in Poland. 

At the same time it warned that with (he 
gradual relaxation there would be 
"simultaneous and resolute countermeasures 
against everyone and everything that dam- 
ages society's interests and is detrimental to 
the Socialist state.'* 

It was the first announcement of general 
relaxations to martial law since thc^yipl cnt 
street clashes between police and Solidarity 
supporters at the beginning of May. 

In the week before the disturbances that 
authorities announced the release of 1,000 
internees and other measures to ease military 
restrictions. but some of these were 
suspended after the violence. 


Bomb scare halts Amsterdam area 


AMSTERDAM. Netherlands. June 13 
(AP) — Police sealed off a large part of 
downtown Amsterdam Saturday night in a 
bomb scare outside the Israeli El A1 office. 

A box found outside the building con- 
tained an assortment of wires, plastic foam 
and an alarm clock. It was removed by army 
bomb disposal experts, but not before 
approximately half a mile of the road, one of 
the city’s main shopping thoroughfares, was 
closed to all traffic and police units rushed to 
the spot from all over town. 

"It turned out to be a fake bomb” said 
police spokesman Klaas Wilting. "The army 


Antarctic conference opens today 


WELLINGTON. June 13. (R) — Britain 
and Argentina will sit at the same table here 
Monday, despite the Falklands conDicL at the 
opening of a conference on the Antarctic. 
The two countries are among 14 signatories 
to the 1959 Antarctic Consultative Treaty, 
designed to preserve the international 
character of Antarctica. They are also among 
several nations making overlapping territor- 
ial claims to parts of the continent 
The New Zealand government, host to the 


meeting, strongly supports Britain in the 
South Atlantic. 

The closed-door meeting could lead to 
agreement to exploit the frozen continent's oil 
and gas resources, signaling the end of en era 
in which it was used only for scientific 
research. 

Officials want to establish guidelines on 
any mining in the continent, which were not 
included in the 1959 treaty.

"Israel, get out of Lebanon” 
and similar slogans. They smeared the airline 
office with red'paint and anti- Israeli slogans, 
but otherwise behaved peacefully. 

Later Saturday night, part of the Amster- 
dam office of the Palestinian Committee 
located on a downtown canal was burned out. 
Police said arson was suspected by nobody 
was on the premises at the time and the cause 
of the fire was unknown. Damage was exten- 
sive but confined to the third floor of the 
building, where the committee has its head- 
quarters. a police spokesman said.

Report shows 

Israeli invasion fails 


NICOSIA, June 13 (AP) — The world oil 
market has not been affected in any way by 
the Israeli invasion of Lebanon, an 
authoritative oil newsletter reported Sunday. 

The Middle East Economic Survey (MESS) 
cautioned that Israel's alleged effort to alter 
the Middle bast camp “could have moment- 
ous and thus far unforeseeable consequences 
which might well sooner or later work 
through on the oil scene." 

The newsletter did not spell out in any 
detail the nature of the consequences the 
week -oil crisis might leave in the world oil 
market, however. 

It noted that the sport price for Arabian 
light crude oil 'fell back' to around 533.30 a 
barrel June II. compared with 533.70 a 
barrel a week earlier. 

Arabian light is Saudi Arabia's API- 
34— degree crude that is used by OPEL as 
benchmark for setting nil prices. 

According to OPEC-decreed price levels. 
Arabian light sells at S34 a barrel. But free 
market prices arc dictated by market condi- 
tions. The Israeli invasion hit a region 
hundreds of miles away from the sensitive 
area which accounts for more than 40 percent 
of the non-Communist world's supply of 


crude oil. 

Referring to the world market, the news- 
letter said that total production of OPEC in 
June was averaging 17.9 million barrels a 
day. The OPEC total was somewhat above its 
quota ceiling level of 17.5 million barrels a 
day for the third quarter of 1 982. But owing 
to lower output in the previous two months 
the average for (he quarter, 17.18 million 
barrels per day, has judged by the newsletter 
as "comfortably within the ceiling whose 
quotas are calculated on a quarterly rather 
than a monthly basis. 

MEES said that a number of OPEC 
member countries have been producing 
crude oil at higher than quota levels decreed 
by the cartel. Iran, it said, has substantially 
exceeded its ceiling for the second quarter of 
the year — about two million barrels daily, 
against OPEC qouta of 1.2 battels a day. 

Iran does not recognize the OPEC-set 
quota in any case, said MEES. Iraq, it said, 
was producing at a daily average rate of 
783,000 barrels as against a quota of 1 .2 mil- 
lion barrels. But the decline in Iraq's produc- 
tion was caused mainly by the closure of the 
pipeline that runs through Syrian territory to 
the Mediterranean terminal of Banias. 


Danube project right on dot 


BLICHAREST, June 13 ( R> — A huge 
scheme lo build a canal from the Danube 
River to the Black Sea, a project with a dark 
past and a still uncertain future, is officially 
reported to be on target for completion next 
year. 

In one of the largest civil engineering pro- 
jects going on anywhere in the world, 
Romania is building a 65 km (40 mile) canal, 
three inland ports, two locks and a new 
harbor next to Constanta on the Black Sea. 

The SI. 75 billion scheme will cut 300 km 
( 1 85 miles) off the journey down the Danube 
to the Black Sea. It will also bring water and 
industry to the part of Romania it crosses in 
Dobrogca province, one of the driest and 
most backward in the country. 

According to the plans, the canal is due to 
be open to traffic in the second half of next 
year, and to be completed in 1984. Romanian 
officials, who compared the project with the 
building of the Suez Canal, said it was on 
target. 

The project has a chequered past, a poss- 


ible reason why officials seem reluctant to 
talk about it. Begun originally in 1949 during 
the Stalin era, it became one of the most 
notorious forced labor undertakings of the 
period. 

By the time it was halted in 1 954 for lack of 
resources, some 50.000 political prisoners, 
including intellectuals, priests. members of 
the bourgeoisie and ethnic minorities, had 
worked on the project. Several Thousand 
were reported to have died in the swampy 
region. 

The project was revived in the early 1970s 
and in 1976 work started again on building a 
canal seven meters (yards) deep. 95 to 135 
meters wide at the surface, from Cemavoda 
to Agigea, next to Constanta. 

Bucharest managed to interest the World 
Bank, which has agreed to provide $ LOO mil- 
lion for the project. A World Bank report in 
1 979 said the project would provide substan- 
tial-benefits for the economy through the use 
of bulk carriers at Constanta and increasing 
the potential of the Danubian Waterway 
System.

Abu Dhabi grows 
more vegetables 

ABU DHABI. June 13 (WAM) — the 
production of fruits and vegetables has

An area of 22.26S 
donums wenl for cultivation of fruit bearing 
trees such as date tree, orange, lemon and 
mango. The value of sales of these fruits dur- 
ing I MS I amounted to 25 million dirhams a 
six million dirham increase over the previous 


Hank Vredeling. the proposal would compel 
large firms with subsidiaries in Europe to 
divulge what theyhave often kept secret.

Although the proposal would affect firms 
with more than 50 employees, it is aimed 
mainly at multinationals and its impact could 
extend beyond national barriers and even 
outside the 1 0-nation EEC. 

American businessmen have reacted bit- 
terly to the plan, saying it could undermine 
their whole derision-making process and 
even jeopardize future investment in Europe. 
In a harsh business world where millions of 
dollars can be won or lost with snap decisions, 
anything holding up companies' ability to act 
could make them lose out to their com- 
petitors. they argue. 

"It would be like tying us down with a 
thousand strings." an American car firm 
executive told Reuters. "This proposal would 
stifle our competitiveness, worsen our rela- 
tions with the unions and prevent further 
expansion at a time when unemployment in 
the community is already over 1 0 million." he 
said. 

He said he saw the need for regular consul- 
tation with employees and would welcome an 
EEC move to produce guidelines. “But they 
are just trying to force this directive on us. 
and that is what we object to." he added. 

EEC sources said the European Parlia- 
ment was expected to discuss and vote on the 
Vredeling directive next month. If it was 
accepted, the proposal -would return to the 
EEC commission before being presented to 
ministers for a final decision by the end of the 
year, they said. 

Business sources said both European and 
American companies were stepping up the 
lobbying of their friends in the EEC to water 
down the directive.

because the official data gave too much 
weight to scattered discounting by some sup- 
pliers. 

Taipei makes oil 
for defense needs 

CHIAYI. June 13 (CNA) — The Chinese 
Petroleum Corporation of the Republic of 
China has successfully developed a kind of 
cabin-protection oil, which will meet the 
requirements of developing the nation’s 
defense industry. 

Pan Chu-tsai, director of the CPC Refining 
and Manufacturing Research Center in 
Chiayi said Saturday that in order to support 
the development of the national defense 
industry, the research center has succeeded in 
developing the cabin- protection oil by using 
the state-run petroleum corporation's basic 
oil and special additives. 

He pointed out the newly developed pro- 
duct is completely in accordance with the 
U.S. military specification MIL T R-23 006 and 
has passed the strict tests of sail water spray 
and simulated cabin protection giving more 
rust protection than imported foreign pro- 
ducts do.

Food output in peril 


Shrinking farmland bodes ill for the world 


NEW DELHL June 13 (Depthnews) — 
The energy crisis has forced people all over 
the world to adopt the slogan “Save the 
03.” However, less perceptible but seem- 
ingly more serious crisis is lurking just 
around the comer which should persuade 
natives to raise the slogan “Save the Soil.' 1 

For agricultural Land, the source of food 
crops, is fast shrinking. And the picture 
drawn by futurologists is a nightmare. 
About five to seven million hectares of good 
quality land are lost every year all over the 
world. Thus, in 20 years the world will lose 
about 140 minio n hectares of fertile land 
which is equivalent to the entire cultivated 
area of India today. 

Of the total area of potential cropland in 
the world (3.200 million hectares), about 
1 .500 million hectares are cultivated. Of the 
remaining 1.700 million hectares, only 
about 22 percent are considered potentially 
productive land.: with the rest having low 
productivity. 

But much of the. potentially productive, 
land — about 1 2 million hectares every year 
— is lost from soQ degradation and non- 


agricultural uses, like toads and buildings. 
Within 1 00 years there will be no potential 
cropland left unused. In some of the 
developed countries, like the U.S. all 
reserves of potential cropland will be 
exhausted within the next 25 years. 

During this period the world population 
will increase by more than 2.000 million. 

From where will they get their food? This 
question was posed in its stark reality at the 
International Congress of Soil Science held 
in Delhi. Hie conference was torn between 
despair -and hope as delegates from more 
than 80 countries assessed losses and 
degradation of productive agricultural land 
and sought to wrest some shred of hope ■ 
from the latest scientific researches in soil 
management. 

There are two main threats to the world’s 
soil. The first is erosion due to deforesta- 
tion. floods and desertification; the second 
is increased urbanization involving building 
of roads, houses, excavations, etc. 

To tackle the problems the delegates 
stressed the urgent need for exhaustive sofl 
surveys in every country to improve the

They also recommended intensive cultiva- 
tion of the existing cultivable land by 
improving the efficiency of agricultural 
inputs like water, fertilizer, energy and pes- 
ticides; measures to prevent soil erosion by 
ensuring efficient soil and water manage* 
ment systems; exploring the possibilities of 
expanding cultivation to the potentially cul- 
tivable land mass which still remains 
unused. 

But it looks as if the proposals are easier 
said than done. Even the delegates wen 
fully aware of the difficulties involved in 
implementing their recommendations. As 
J.S. Kanwar, president of the. International 
Society of Soil Science and director of 
research at the International jftps 
Research Institute for the Semi-Arid 
Areas, based in Hyderabad, said in his 
address on the opening day: 

“No doubt the potential is tremendous; its 
realization, however, depends on many fac- 
tors. the important ones being the type of 
technology envisaged, and the socio- 
economic conditions which prevail.” 


Cuban economy outlook bleak 

against Washington’s friends and allies. 


HAVANA. J une 1 3 (R) — Prospects of an 
upturn in Cuba’s depressed economy look 
dim in the light of Washington's decision to 
tighten its 20-year-old trade and financial 
embargo. 

The economic impact of the embargo, 
described by President Fidel Castro as a knife 
pointed at Cuba's throat, has been heigh- 
tened by costlier imports, higher loan interest 
rates and pressed world prices for sugar, 
which accounts for over 80 percent of foreign 
revneue. 

Planning chief Humberto Perez has said 
that because of these factors Cuba has map- 
ped out only modest growth goals this year. 

The United States announced in April that 
it was banning business and pleasure travel to 
Cuba to limit the flow of American dollars to 
Havana while it sponsored aimed violence 


Diplomatic sources believe Cuba will be 
forced to tap international financial markets 
for more loans to help solve its economic 
problems. But its already high foreign debt 
inflated world interest rates and -bankers' 
reluctance to grant new loans are expected to 
limit the country’s ability to get badly needed 
hard currency. • 

After Dr. Castro led the revolutionary 
takeover Jan. 1. 1959. Cuba progressively 
nationalized the entire economy, including 
extensive foreign investments held mainly by 
Americans. The U.S. estimated the national- 
ized assets of its citizens at about S2.8 billion 
and retaliated with a trade and financial 
embargo. 


U.S.urgedtohalt 
Iran oil imports 

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP) - Four- 
teen former hostages held at tbe U.S. 
embassy in Tehran urged the government to 
quit buying Iranian oil for reserves, saying the 
practice indicates the United States will put 
“price above principle.” 

An open letter of protest to Congress and 
the Reagan administration was presented at a 
news conference on Capiral Hill by three 
former hostages representing tbe group. 
Gary Lee, one of the hostages, said the 14 
represented “about the most of us that have 
gotten together since we've been released.” 

The letter was received by Rep. Floyd 
Fithian, Democrat-Indiana. who has 
introduced a resolution calling for an end to 
the purchases. .

To back devaluation 


France freezes prices, income 


PARIS, June 13 (R) — France Sunday 
announced a prices and incomes freeze until 
the end of October as part of a tough 
economic austerity package designed to back 
up the devaluation of the franc. - 

Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy told 
reporters after a two-hour cabinet meeting 
that the French budget deficit will be limited 
by cuts in public spending and social security 
programs will also be reduced. 

Details of both these measures will be 
decided by the cabinet 'later this month. 
Mauroy said his Socialist government was 
forced to devalue the franc Saturday for the 
second time in less than nine months because 
of delayed international recovery from reces- 
sion and -the excessive inflation rate it had 
inherited from former President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing. 

But d’Estaing, speaking at the annual con- 
gress of the Republican Party which he 
founded, said Sunday that tbe devaluation 
'left a bitter taste for Fiench national pre- 
stige.' 

The franc was devalued by 5.75 percent 
Saturday within the European Monetary 
Sysrdin (EMS) and the powerful Wesr Ger- 
man mark was revalued by 4.25 percent. This 
meant, a devaluation of the franc against tbe 
mark of 10 percent. 

D’Estaing said Mauroy’s suggestion that 
his legacy was partly responsible was a 
shameful alibi. He added: “Tbe second 
devaluation shocks us because of what it 
reveals about the wav the affairs of France 


are being nra.” 

Mauroy said the aim of the package, which 
starts the . second phase of the Socialist’s 
economic policy, was to reduce inflation 
rapidly to below 10 percent from the present 
14 percent without destroying economic 
growth. But he said France would continue to 
struggle ‘ dynamically to reduce unemploy- 
ment, which is currently over two million. 

Heavy government spending aimed at a 
quick recovery from recession and cutting the 
dole queue* put France out of line with its 
main partners and caused a slump in interna- 
tional confidence. This led to intense speculative, 
pressure against the franc and Saturday's 
devaluation. 

Mauroy said all industrial and distribution 
prices aparffrom those of fruit and veget- 
ables and oil products, whose level was set in 
line with international fluctuations, would be 
blocked at last Friday's levels until OcL 31. 

AD wages and salaries which were indexed 
to tbe cost of living, company profit margins 
and dividend distributions would be frozen 
for the same period. Tbe only exception was 
the minimum guaranteed wage which would 
rise, as planned, by 3.2 percent on July 1. 

The devaluation by France was immedi- 
ately welcomed by its partners in the Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) at an 
emergency meeting of EEC finance ministers 
called to discuss tbe French move. 

Other countries with weak currencies also 
promised to keep a tight rein on their 
economies. The government with the two

Italian Treasury Minister Nino Andreatta 
promised public spending cuts and a 

dampdown on wages to stabilize bis 
country's economy. Belgian Finance Minister 
Willy de Clercq gave a similar pledge for 
Belgium. 

In frankfuxt, the exchange dealers said 
Sunday the weekend shake-up of the EMS, 
including a French franc devaluation, is only 
a temporary solution at best to the strains on 
Europe’s money structure. 

Tbe dealers said any effect on trade among 
EMS countries — would be limited. The big 
differences in inflation rates among the 
countries were seen as a fundamental 
problem. Months of world money market 
pressure on the French franc came to a bead 
last week, and France negotiated with other 
European countries a realignment of the 
system under which currencies can move up 
and down against each other only within 
strict limirs. 

Dealers were skeptical whether tbe French 
government steps to support the devaluation 
would suffice to avoid another nm on the 
French currency before the end of the year. 
The problem they emphasized, was the 
difference in inflation rates between tbe 
countries. 

UAE to electrify 
57 more villages 

ABU DHABI. June 13 (WAA) — About 
57 more villages in the northern emirates will 
be supplied with electricity during this year 
and the next under the rural electrification 
program of the Ministry of Electricity and 
Water bringing the total number electrified 
by it so far to 107 villages. 

Quoting the assistant deputy minister the 
UAE newspaper Guff News said the ministry 
would continue its efforts to provide electric- 
ity to the 150 more villages requiring elec- 
trification. . 

The ministry is responsible for electricity 
supplies in all areas vof Ajman. Umm AJ 
Q a wain and Fujeirah and for some villages in 
Sharjah and Ras AJ Khaimah. 

Ministry consultants are preparing a feasi- 
bility study for a proposed 220 kv grid for the 
northern emirates and also planning for a 
national mid. 

U.S. upturn may 
cut interest rates 

NEW YORK, June 13 (R1 — Modest 
economic growth in the second half of 1982 
would help to reduce U.S. interest rates 
ratfaer tban putting upward. pressure on them, 
manufacturers Hanover Trurt Co -senior vice' ! 
president Victor Melone said. 

Melone, chief investment officer of the 
bank's trust division, told a press lunch that a 
pickup in business activity would aid com- 
panies' cash flow, thereby allowing them to 
reduce their short-term borrowings from 
banks and the commercial paper market.

KUWAIT. June 13 (R) — Seven aid 
organizations extended credits totaling S764 
million to 34 Asian, African and Arab coun- 
tries in the first quarter of this year, the coor- 
dination secretariat at the Arab Fund for 
Economic and Social Development 
(AFESD) said Sunday. 

Of the total amount S330.3 million went to 
countries. $213.8 million to Asia and 
$199.6 million to Africa. Other unspecified 
institutions received $20.1 million. 

The money came from AFESD. the 
Islamic Development Bank, the Abu Dhabi 
Fund for Arab Economic and Social 
Development, the Iraqi Fund for Externa] 
Development. Kuwait Fund for Arab 
Economic Development, OPEC (Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries) Fund 
I for International Development and the Saudi 
Arabian Fund for Development. 

Tbe coordination secretariat, based here, 
also groups the Arab Fund for Economic 
Development in Africa, Libyan Arab foreign 
investment company and the state of Qatar. 

Last year, the group approved credits total- 
ing. $14 billion to 96 developing states in 
Africa, Asia and Latin America, the sec- 
retariat said. 

Egyptians, Arabs 
view investment 

CAIRO. June 1 3 (R) — A three-day con- 
ference between Arab and Egyptian inves- 
tors opened here, tbe first such meeting since 
Egypfs 1979 peace treaty with Israel.

JEDDAH, June 13 — The sudden death 
of His Majesty King Khaled caused the 
financial markets to close early on Sunday. 
Trading was light and erratic even before 
the news hit the market and dealers said it 
tapered off as a mark of respect after that. 

Riyal deposit rates remained fairly stable 
with little changes occurring in rates by 
close of business. Whatever dealings took 
place occurred in the shorter tenors of 
under one month and mostly in the week- 
fixed period. 

The one-month JIBOR opened at 
14- 14 Vi percent, while tbe one year was 
.quoted at 13-13% percent levels. In the 


shorter period, the week- fixed was Firmer at 
15-15% percent which is nearly 2 percent 
higher compared to the same tenor one 
week ago. 

In the local exchanges, few transactions 
also took place on Sunday, with spot rival' 
dollar rates fluctuating erratically around 
3.4300-05 levels. Some activity was seen at 
the 3.4302 levels but most institutions were 
awaiting to see how the European markets 
would open on Monday after the dollar’s 
decline on the New York Friday night 
bourses. 

By close of business on Sunday there was 
some doubt though, whether the local mar- 
kets would be closed on Monday as a mark 
of respect to the late King. 


Pakistan sets growth at 6 % 


ISLAMABAD. June 13 (R) — Pakistan 
said Sunday that heavy rains and storms had 
damaged this year' s wheat crop and that as a 
result the economy would grow less than 
anticipated in the financial year ending this 
month. 

An economic survey issued by the military 
government for its fifth year in office said the 
economy continued to improve but still 
suffered from inflation and a balance of pay- 
ments deficit. 

The survey said the growth in gross domes- 
tic product (GDP), the value of goods and 
services produced within the country, was 
likely to be above six percent for the sixth 
year running. In the previous year, it grew 6.1 
percent. 

The survey said a 6.6 percent increase in 
GDP for this year, based on an estimated 
wheat harvest of 1 1 .76 million tons, was now 
doubtful because of harm done to the wheat 
crop by excessive rains and storms before 
harvesting. 

The government had originally set a wheat 
production target of 12.2 million tons. In the 
'new survey, it said GDP growth was likely to 
be above six percent even if wheat production 
fell short of last year's figure of 11.4 million 
tons. The survey was issued before the 
scheduled announcement of the national 


Denmark spells EEC plans 


COPENHAGEN. June 13 (R) — 
Denmark wants tbe fight against unemploy- 
ment to be the European Economic Com- 
munity’s (EEC) top priority when 
Denmark assumes the EEC presidency next 
month. 

Denmark's presidency, its third since join- 
ing the Common Market in 1973 along with 
Britain and Ireland, will be fraught with an 
arraying number of problems. 

These will include the continuing issue of 
Britain's budgetary contributions.. agreement 
on a cotainon- fisheries policy, re-negotiated 
EEC status for the Island of Greenland and 
final negotiations on EEC membership 
applications by Spain and Portugal. 

But government sources here said that 
Denmark” s theme during its presidency will 
be a concerted community effort to reduce 
unemployment. The Danish government 


intends tqjise its term for a number of initia- 
tives within the EEC as a whole to attempt to 
reduce the community’s unemployment, now 
numbering around 1 1 million. 

These steps would include raising public 
investment, shortening work weeks, and 
implementing youth job creation and vaca- 
tional training programs on national levels. • 
government sources said. 

Danish youth unemployment, one of 
Denmark* s most political and social concerns, 
accounts for nearly half of the country’s total 
jobless, now around 10 percent of the work- 
force. 

But. while unemployment is a sensitive 
community-wide problem. Danish govern- 
ment officials admit that many Common 
Market members, notably West Germany 
and Britain would be loath to give i j r priority 
over the battle against inflation.

But the economy had been hit by a deepen- 
ing world recession, a collapse in world 
cotton prices and an influx of an estimated 
2.7 million refugees from Afghanistan. The 
survey estimated Pakistan's current account 
deficit in balance of payments uould rise to 
$1.3 billion compared with the previous 
year’s deficit of $999 million. 

Prices continued to be an area of major 
concern to the government, although con- 
sumer prices from July 1981 to March 1982 
rose by 7.7 percent compared to a rise of 12 
percent in the corresponding period of the 
previous financial year. Sugai production 
rose by 41 percent, making the country self- . 
sufficient and leaving a sizeable export 
surplus, it said. 

Taipei to produce 
new diesel engine 

TAIPEI, June 13 (CNA). - The Taiwan 
Machinery Manufacturing Corp. of the 
Republic of China reportedly is to produce 
Hie 216,000 horsepower low-speed diesel 
main engine, and accessories and support 
equipment weighing up to 1 5,000 metric tons 
for nuclear power generators, upon the com- 
pletion of its 1983 development scheme. 

A follow-up scheme for diesel engines 
development, with an additional investment 
$9.21 million aims to produce diesel main 
engines to meet the need of the shipbuilding 
industry in the couniry, a spokesman for the 
corporation said. 

The scheme also aims to upgrade ship- 
building industry levels at home and to 
increase the rate of self-production of diesel 
engines from 30 percent to 70 percent.

JAKARTA, June 13 (Depthnews) — 
The economic steamroller of Japan Inc. 
continues to win"victory after victory in 
Southeast Asia, but Japan itself is fast losing 
the battle for the hearts and minds of tbe 
people in tbe region. 

The reason for this lies mainly with tbe 
seemingly abrasive behavior of the Japan- 
ese in Southeast Aria. 

Investment and aid-starved Southeast 
Asian nations have suffered the peculiar 
Japanese traits in equanimity, but criticisms 
have been mounting against tbe Japanese 
behavior in their host countries, then over- 
bearing manners, insen si riveness toward 
the feelings of non- Japanese and their 
clannishness. 

Until recently, Indonesians bore in sil- 
ence the socially abhorrent side of tbe 
Japanese behavior, but some axe beginning 
to speak out openly against it. No less than 
tbe Indonesian ambassador to Tokyo, 
Sayidiman Suijobadiprojo, has bewailed 
the Japanese behavior overseas. 

In an address before the Asian Affairs 
Research Council of Japan’s ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party (LDP), the Indonesian 
ambassador started off by praising the tradi- 
tional sensitiveness of the Japanese to hu- 


man relations. 

Sayidiman, who is known for his out- 
spokenness, was asked to speak frankly on 
bis countrymen's attitude toward the 
Japanese and be told it like it is. 

He said that an admirable Japanese trait 
was the solidarity they have shown with 
their own countrymen, their strong dedica- 
tion and discipline. “However, what 
surprises me is that the attitude and the 
bahaviorof Japan in the outside world is 
often very different from that inside its own 
society. The strong solidarity Japan gives to 
its own group is missing in its relationship 
with the outside world," Sayidiman said. 

He said that this abrupt change in attitude 
of the Japanese when he goes out of his 
homeland was attributable to a feeling of 
insecurity and anxiety over the country’s 
continuing struggle for survival. 

He said that Japan felt threatened by 
Western domination during the latter half 
of the 19th century daring the time of the 
Meiji restoration. Japan pursued its goal of 
becoming a major scientific and technologi- 
cal power and achieved it without sacrific- 
ing its identity. 

More importantly. Japan succeeded in 
winning Western recognition as an equal 


econorac power of the West, Sayidiman 
said. World War II, he stressed, did not kill 
tbe Japanese pursuit of an equal status with 
the West. On the contrary, its wartime 
experience only whetted its appetite for 
more economic power and strengthened the 
nation's resolve to gain an equal footing 
with the United States in the economic and 
technological fields. 

And what Japan failed to achieve 
through war, it gained through peace, but 
the old J apanese fears about the worst of its 
capacity to survive persisted. He said 
through hard work, dedication, coopera- 
tion, group solidarity and political leader- 
ship, Japan has become the world's third 
richest country, after tbe U.S. and Russia. 

Tbe Indonesian ambassador said that 
having achieved the status of an economic 
power, Japan does not quite know what to 
do and how to exercise its hard-won posi- 
tion in world affairs. 

Asked what kind of fulfillment Japan 
wants to achieve, Sayidiman said that Japan 
is faring two options. The first involves the 
achievement of a self-oriented progress, 
whereby the relations and actions of over- 
seas Japanese are mainly directed at his own 
existence and survival. - j

Britons overrun Argentine positions 


BUENOS AIRES. June 13 (AP)— About 
4,500 British troops armed with “high tech- 
nology equipment" overran forward Argen- 
tine positions and captured high ground west 
of Port Stanley in the Falkland Islands, the 
government said Sunday. 

The joint chiefs of staff also said in a com- 
munique that Air Force planes had damaged 
a British Frigate and shot down a Harrier 
fighter bomber while damaging another. 

The unusually frank announcement said 
British troops had taken Mount Two Sister 
and Mount Harriet, which are about I i miles 
west of Port Stanley, the capital. 

The government did not say what "high 
technology equipment” the British posses- 
sed. The communique said the British advance 
“showed a massive use of English forces, with 
excellent means at theirdisposition and good 
elements of support.” 

“Enemy forces have penetrated 2.1 miles 
within our own security dispositions. This in 
itself is not a determination of success or fail- 


ure.” the communique said, adding that the 
overall situation remained unchanged. 

It said British and Argentine artillery and 
mortars were continuing an exchange of fire, 
and that its own forces were “adequately 
equipped and in excellent fighting spirits.” 

The communique was unusual in that it 
detailed British advances and acknowledged 
that its opponents were well aimed and well 
supplied. Previous communiques generally 
have referred to some Argentine action, 
implying that the fighting was going accord- 
ing to plan. 

The independent news agency Dyn, which 
has access to high military officials, said the 
streets of Port Stanley, were devoid of 
civilians Saturday while die battle raged to 
the west, though it said Argentine patrols 
were on the move. 

“For the first time since hostilities began 
May 1 there was a sensation that a dramatic 
struggle was involving the capital of the Mal- 
vinas,” the agency said. Malvinas is the name 


Russian tip suspected 


in attack on British ship 


LONDON. June 13 (ONS) — Did the 
Russians give the Argentines vital informa- 
tion that led to British disaster on Tuesday in 
which two landing support ships. Sir Galahad 
and Sir Tristram were hit by bombs from 
Argentine Skyhawks? 

The possibility of Soviet involvement 
arises from the transmission on Saturday of a 
tape-recorded report from the British Inde- 
pendent Television News reporter, Michael 
Nicholson, to London. In this dispatch, which 
has come to be known in the Ministry of 
Defense as the ‘Nicholson Tape'. Nicholson 
referred to a ‘daring operation’ at Blugg 
Cove. 

He then went on to describe how the com- 
mander of the British 5th Infantry Brigade. 
Brig. Tony Wilson, had discovered by a tele- 
phone call to a local resident that Fitzroy 
Settlement and Bluff Cove were undefended 
by the Argentines, and how British forces had 
been rushed there by helicopter and landing 
ship to take advantage of the situation. 

The tape was sent with the full approval of 
the military on the spot, with a request that it 
be held up for *at least 48 hours,’ by which 
time the forces at Fitzroy would have estab- 
lished their local air defense. 

On Tuesday afternoon in London corres- 
pondents were given full details of the situa- 
tion but asked to refrain from publishing any- 
thing until given clearance by the Ministry of 
Defense. This was expected the next day. 
Wednesday. 

In any case they were told, there could be 
no clearance until ‘one remaining ship’ in 
Bluff Cove inlet had got clear of the area, 
which was highly vulnerable to Argentine air 
anack. Up to tbat point it appeared that the 
Argentines had no knowledge of the British 
presence at Fitzroy — hence the imperative 
need for sccrccy. 

In the event, the Argentines struck while 
the British press was still sitting on the story 
of the landing, which had been presented as 
one of the most daring coups of the whole 


Falklands campaign* (Indeed, in the absence 
of precise timing information, it seems poss- 
ible that they may have struck at the very 
moment the press was being briefed in 
Whitehall.) 

As a result of the Argentines' discovery of 
the British, the story of the ‘daring landing' 
was allowed to appear in next morning's 
London newspapers, together with an official 
announcement that a British warship, the 
destroyer Glamorgan, had been damaged in 
an air attack, and that two support ships had 
‘also been damaged 1 — but without any hint 
of heavy casualties. 

The disclosure of heavy casualties was not 
made for another 24 hours. Was this a delib- 
erate hold-up, or was there genuine confu- 
sion and delay in communications between 
the British task force, amphibious operations 
headquarters at Northwood, Middlesex, and 
the Ministry of Defence headquarter? 20 
miles distant in central London? 


This question is bound to figure in a 
thorough postmortem by both the British 
media and Idefense officials. But a no less 
germane question is was Nicholson’s taped 
dispatch from the task force on Saturday 
intercepted by the Soviet intelligence- 
gathering network in the South Atlantic? 

Unlike military operational messages, 
which are transmitted to London in code, 
Nicholson's dispatch, was, of course, sent ‘in 
clear.' It could have been picked up by any 
Soviet spyship in the area (at least one 
shadowed the British task force in its early 
stages), by Soviet satellites covering the war 
zone, or by the Soviet Bear long-range 
reconnaissanace planes operating out of 
Maputo. Angola. 

It could even have been intercepted by the 
Argentines directly, but it seems unlikely that 
they have the complex facilities necessary to 
intercept and sort out the huge volume of 
electronic traffic from all the British units 
now in the Falklands area. 
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used by Argentines for the Falklands. 

Both Dyn and the government news 
agency Telam called the fighting “the deci- 
sive battle.” Both also reported Argentine 
forces, backed by artillery and air support.

Pope makes strong plea 
for Palestinian identity 


Defying ceasefire 


VATICAN CITY. June 13 (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II made an impassioned plea Sun- 
day for the salvation of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, saying their identity must be preserved 
for any lasting peace in the Middle East. It 
was the first time the pope had mentioned the 
Palestinians by name since Israel invaded 
Lebanon. He said the ceasefire declared 
Saturday was “fragile and precarious.” 
“May God illuminate those who are 
responsible in these crucial moments so the 
truth, can be reinforced ... so that they no 


longer take recourse to . weapons,” he said. 
“Peoples are not called to fight each other 
and to destroy each other but to understand 
* _rtw»r ond to co-exist in peace,*’ he my 
30,000 people gathered in Sc. Peters Square. 

The pope, who returned here Sunday ft can 
a two-day visit to Argentina, made a further 
call for peace in the South Atlantic Saturday. 
In a farewell statement in Buenos Aires, he 
called on leaders of the two countries and on 
the international community to seek an hen- 
or able and peaceful solution to the conflict. 
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BEIRUT, June 13 (Agencies) — Israeli 
jets repeatedly bombed and strafed Palesti- 
nian positions on both sides of Beirut's crip- 
pled international airport Sunday as ground 
forces resumed bitter fighting in defiance of a 
day-old ceasefire. 

The Israeli dive-bombing attacks were ou a 
smaller scale than the massive air raids on 
densely populated residential areas that 
Lebanese officials said killed more than 400 
persons in the 48 hours prior to Saturday's 
short-lived ceasefire. 

The new raids appeared to concentrate on 
Palestinian tank and artillery positions facing 
the most advanced Israeli armored column 
□ear Khalde, eight miles (13 kilometers) 
south of the city center and within sight of the 
airport's main runway. 

The Palestine Liberation Organization said 
Israeli bombardment from the air and from 
gunboats offshore also struck the teeming 
Bourj El Barajneh Palestinian shantytown 
near the northern end of the runway. Leban- 
ese radio reports said some residential 
downtown areas were also struck. 

The Delta-wing fighter-bombers 
thundered low over downtown west Beirut. 
The jets repeatedly bombed Palestinian 
anilleiy and tank positions around Khalde 
and on the Aramoun Mountains above the 
town which had traded shellfire with Israeli 
ground forces throughout the day. 

Israelis and Palestinians accused each 
other of resuming the shelling around Khalde 
Sunday morning. Khalde is located on the 
edge of the afrport's main runway, and sub- 
stantial damage was reported to airport build- 
ings and radio towers. Cloud of black smoke 
could be seen rising over the airport, closed 


since the start of the Israeli invasion a week 
ago. 

Arriffimnmq lie from the Palestine Libera- 
•tion Organization said “the enemy is trying to 
force bis way forward on the Khalde axis 
behind a massive artillery barrage occasion- 
ally supported by naval and air bombardment 
around the airport and against the district of 
Bouij El Barajneh.” The PLO also spoke of 
bitter ground fighting in the Aramoun Moun- 
tains and claimed that Syrian forces in the 
area "are firing back” at the Israelis. 

While the firingi went on, Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Berio chaired a cabinet 
meeting that discussed ways of expanding 
and broadening the ceasefire into a com- 
prehensive settlement. A cabinet spokesman 
said a basic proposal for ensuring security 
along Israel's northern border with Lebanon 
would be gi ven to U.S. envoy Philip Habib 
later Sunday when he met Begin. Israel has 
said its week-old thrust into Lebanon was to 
guarantees commando-free zone extending 
25 miles(40 km) into Lebanon from the 
Israeli border. 

There was no change in Israels intention 
not to occupy Beirut, but mopping up opera- 
tions against PLO fighters behind Israeli lines 
would continue. The officials have also said 
the U.S. would play a key role in the negotia- 
tions to find a settlement. Habib was likely to 
go to Damascus after receiving the basic out- 
line of Israeli requirements from Begin. 
Israeli and Syrian forces in Lebanon have not 
come into contact since the two nations 
declared ceasefires last Friday.
